FACTS ABOUT 


How many does Hulman Center seat? Capacity 
of Hulman Center for basketball is listed at 
10.020. For a concert in-the-round about 
11.000 persons can be seated. There also is a 
theater-type wedge which will seat more than 
3.000. 


How much did it cost to construct Hulman Cen- 
ter? Including land acquisition, this building 
cost $10-million. Worth of the land--donated by 
Terre Haute businessman Anton Hulman Jr..-- 
was $2.5 million. Citizens of the Wabash Valley 
contributed $1.5 million and civic bonds and 
student fees helped raise the remaining $6- 
million. 


Was Hulman Center construction completed on 
Schedule? When ground was broken for con- 
Struction on Dec. 17. 1971 builders said the 
facility would be complete in two years. Well. 
they made it with three days to spare--as the 
Sycamores, Boilers and Sooners take to court 
this weekend. 
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DIGNITARIES broke around on Dec. 17, 1971. 


Speaking of the court, what is it? Hulman Cen- 
ters basketball court is a synthetic surface 
(Tartan). which measures 5/8 of an inch thick. 
It is rubberized and. therefore, will provide 
plenty of spring for rebounding. (It is one of 
two in Terre Haute, since Rose-Hulman In- 
Stitute also has Tartan.) The basketball court 
Was painted onto the surface last Saturday and 
Sunday and the color is royal blue. 
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FOR A WHILE Hulman Ce 
Concrete. 
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What are some facts about the seats them- 
selves? In moving from the ISU Arena (which 
Seated some 4.600 on bleacher-type seats) © 
Hulman Center. there are now 10.020 chair- 
back theater-type seats. Each seat has a back. 
and seat width is 22 inches--which is opposed 
to 18 inches in a bleacher area.

What are some other statistics on the ge 
Of course. the playing surface is below rs E 
level. (This area is also called the “activity

level.) Upon entering the building. fans will be 
15 rows from the playing surface and 14 rows 
from the top. From the basketball floor to the 
structural girders is 79 feet, and it's another 15 
feet to the roof. 


What other sorts of events are planned for 
Hulman Center in the next few months? In ad- 
dition to 11 more Sycamore basketball games 
here this season. other scheduled events in- 
clude: basketball (Pacers vs. Denver, Feb. 16; 
first round. NCAA Mideast regional, March 9: 
Indiana high school regional. March 9). Disney 
On Parade. professional wrestling. a circus, a 
horse show, roller derby, the Harlem Globetrot- 
ters, and several concerts. There also are 
various banquets, conventions and meetings 
scheduled here. 


How were the scoreboards installed? The 
scoreboards on the northeast and southwest 
walls were installed several weeks ago by the 
use of a 30-ton crane, which was brought into 
the building. Including the Hillman Jewelers 
and Terre Haute First National Bank ad- 
vertising panels, the scoreboard measures 48 
feet wide and eight feet deep. It is a com- 
puterized instrument and is operated from 
courtside. 


How about the press box accommodations? 
Hulman Centers pressbox, located atop the 
west stands. has three levels. The first is for 
working sportswriters and the Sycamore 
statistics crew, and it will comfortably seat 35. 
The second level is for radio and can handle 
as many as eight stations. It also houses the 
building's lighting and sound systems. The 
third level basically is for television cameras-- 
as fans at the Purdue game will notice. (The 
Sycamore-Riveter contest is being televised by 
WTTV--and the Purdue network--as well as by 
WTHI-TV.)

third head coach in less than a 
year. 

Ramsey admitted excitement 
about the Sooners prior to the 
beginning of the season. and it's 
unlikely he's changed his mind 
yet. Size and depth are con- 
Sidered the Oklahoma strengths. 
while youth and a lack of 
quickness in some areas are listed 
as Sooner weaknesses. 

Oklahoma meets Central State 
(Okla) at home next Saturday. 
then enters the annual Big Eight 
holiday tournament at Kansas 
City.
